D. P. Taylor 01 New Yurk that a 
nation-wide poll bo conducted on 
compulsory

training- in the United States is | 
likely to appeal strongly to many ! 
of the citizenship of this nation. 
| 


Certainly this proposed legisla- j 


tion lias been among 
the 
most i 


controversial that has been con- , 
sidered in congress in a long time. ' 
Opponents and champions of com- : 
pulsory training include leaders of | 
outstanding distinction. As groups, j 
there is nothing to choose between j 
them insofar as sincere patriot- j 
ism is concerned. 
The record of j 


one gioup in its proved devotion 
to country, taken as a whole, is 
about as good as that of the other. 


Fundamentally, the only differ- 


ence between them is thnt they 
disagree as widely as the poles on 
whether the future security of the 
United States demands comulsory 
training. 
And it is not possible 


for anyone to say with any assur- 
ance which group may be speak- 
ing for the majority sentiment in 
this country. 


In view of 
that 
uncertainty, 


what could be more democratic in 
this American democracy than to 
put the question to a vote of the 
people? 
Assuredly it is a propo- 


sition of vital and direct personal 
concern to praclicaiiy evcr\ fam- 
ily and every individual in the na- 
tion. 
No family and no taxpayer 


would escape the effects of H com- 
pulsory military training law. 


So, why not .let the people ex- 


press their attitude through the 
ballot bo? 
If the nmjonty fa- 


vors compulsory 
training. 
then 


congress would have no reason to 
hesitate in the enactment of the 
necessary legislation. If the ma- 
jority vote should be opposed to 
such 
training, 
then 
that view 


should 
prevail. 
The minority 


might still disagree with the ma- 
jority opinion. 
But minorities in 


the 
United States, taken as a 


whole, accept the principle of ma- 
jority rule. 


It is true, of course, that con- 


gress might consider the calling 
of such an election an objection- 
able precedent. Members may ar- 
gue that, if a poll is taken on 
compulsory (raining, citizens will 
expect n. similar test of opinion on 
controversial legislation in the fu- 
ture. 
And, unquestionably, that
